The Census. 


Every enumerator appointed to niiike 


the census is required to take an oath 
that he will perform his duties faithfully. 
They take this oath in the light of the 
fact that if they violate it in any particu- 
lar they are liable to a liue of 83,000 and 
three years imprisonment, and the viola- 
tion is punishable by the United States 
authorities. This means that no man 
appointed as an enumerator will tlare re- 
turn a single falsa name o" the list. The 
supervisor is placed under the same re - 
strictions. And the law goes still further 
than this, and rmkeg every householder 
amenable to the same I*1"7 if he refuses 
to give accurate and complete answers to 
the questions asked by the enumerator. 
This done in order to secure the most 
thoroughly reliable and accurate returns 
possible.

Warm Wlut«ra u Herald* of Dlautor. 


Cyclone* Which Hare Come iu Their 
Wake—Snow and Ice In Jane—Becordi 
of Old Tlmei. 


On the second page of Vennor'§ 


"Weather Bulletin" for January, 1882, 
was found the following: "During De- 
cember, 1877, a western newspaper re- 
marked that not since 1837 has any De- 
cember season been known so mild. 
Lawn grasses are growing finely and 
dandelions are in bloom; navigation is 
perfectly open." Commenting on thia, 
Mr. Vennorbays: "Now, again, in 1881, 
we have to record a very siiuilar state of 
affairs for the same month of the year." 
The St. Paul Pioneer Press of Dec. 22, 


1877, 
contained an editorial of which the 


following is an extract: 


"This remarkable weather knocks the 


Old Settler association on tlicir beam 
ends. * 
* * Here it is the 22d of 


December, with the mercury dancing on 
its silver heels to the music of 50 degs. 
aliove in the shade. * * * Ten boats 
of the St. Paul Boat club, each occupied 
with ^callers or crews of oarsmen, sport- 
ing u]x»n the placid bosom of the ances- 
tor of meandering Btreams—all this and 
more, too, is the result of tlie remark- 
able weather which now prevails in Min- 
nesota. * * » This is a fact worthy 
of bt-ing placed on record for the benefit 
of all coming investigation of climatic 
facts and theories in Minnesota." 


The winter of 1877-78 is not the only 


one of exceptional mildness from which 
Ihe writer has authority to draw. 


A WARM CHRISTMAS. 


The winter of 1881-82 was as phenom- 


enal, as far as unseasonable weather was 
roncerned, as that of 1877-78. On Christ- 
mas day, 18S1, the mercury stood at from 
45 to 05 degs. above zero throughout 
the Mississippi valley, merging intosum- 
mer heat from the mouth of the Ohio 
southward. 
The day was clear and 


bright, with wind south to southwest. 
In Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Iowa 
and Nebraska the farmers plowed every 
month during the winter. 
The lilac buds 


swelled into full leaf in February, 1882, 
in nearly all the states named. 


On Jan. 28, 1882, the best tested ther- 


mometers stood at 42 degs. above in th« 
morning, at 57 degs. in the afternoon, 
and did not fall below 00 degs. for over 
thirty-six hours. February showed twen- 
ty-onodays upon which the mercury rose 
above 40 in the shade, and upon sixteen 
of these the temperature was above 50 
degs. some time during the day. 
On the 


Oth, 6th, 10th, llth, 12th arid 10th it 
marked GO or above, and upon one occa- 
sion, the 12th, stood between 75 and 80 
degs. for five hours. 


The thermometer responsible for this 


seeming inconsistency failed to reach the 
high water mark of Fob. 12 again until 
after the end of the first week in June, 
with a bingle exception, May •!, when it 
marked 82. I mention this fact for the 
benefit of the reader who may think the 
instrument with which the readings 
were taken one of inferior grade, and, 
in consequence, very susceptible to fluc- 
tuations of heat and cold. 


Southern people who get nervous when 


they hear yellow fever mentioned in 
connection with the warm winter of 
1877-78 can gain some consolation by 
watching the change which comes over 
the face of the western and northern 
man when he is informed that the spring 
like character of January and February, 
1SS2, indirectly brought about the many 
i vclon™, and praiiie twisters of the sum- 
mer following. 
Many scientists, living 


ami dead, the late Mr. Vennor among 
ihe number, believe and believed that 
uann winters are very likely to be fol- 
hmi-il by a bummer of destructive wind 
htoi ins. 
As far as 1882 K concerned, the 


coincidence i» remarkable. 


A bUJTMER OF CYCLONES. 


The t winters began to exhibit that year 


down in Louisiana esrlyjin March, about 
t« o 01 tlirte weeks after the remarkable 
hot February day, leveling several towns 
and killing off the negro population at 
:m alarming rate. Next, in April, a 
prairie terror sprang up, all unlocked 


lor, 
in Rice county, Kan., traveled in n 


northeast direction, killing everybody 
in its track. 
Ou the same day three sep- 


.irate cyclones crossed the state of Michi- 
t'.ui, killing in the aggregate seventeen 
persons mid a great deal of stock, besides 
iU-stixn ing un immense amount of prop- 
erty. From that time forward cyclones 
hatched out like tadpole* in June". They 
«ure here, then- and everyplace fora 
rouple of months, doing great damage 
to pinperty, but sparing human life, ex- 


man, who lived at Essex, Mass., at the 
time, gives the following interesting facts 
concerning "the year without a slimmer" 
to The Jamestown Journal: 


"December, 1815, and January, 1816, 


were very warm, indeed, so mild tbat 
fires were seldom-lighted in our rooms. 
February was also mild as spring 'time, 
with the exception of one or two cold 
days. March was cold and boisterous 
the first half, then miid to the middle of 
April, when winter set in with ice and 
deep mows, which continued till June. 


"June was bitter cold, the coldest ever 


known; frost, ice or snow almost every 
night, destroying almost everything that 
frost could kill. Snow fell ten inches 
deep in Vermont, New Hampshire and 
Maine, three inches in the interior of 
New York state and hi a part of Penn- 
sylvania and Massachusetts. July was 
cold and frosty. Ice formed as thick as 
window glass throughout New England. 
August was worse still. Ice formed a 
half inch thick and killed almost every 
green thing m this country and in Eu- 
rope. Corn for seed in 1817, that raised 
iu 1815, sold for $5 a bushel." 


Not until December, according to Mr. 


Bishop, did the sun shine out warm, like 
spring. 
It seemed as if the seasons had 


been entirely reversed. —John W. Wright 
in St. Louis Republic. 


Old Ace Then and. Now. 


I am afraid that old peoplo found life 


rather a dull business in the time of 
King David and Ins rich old subject 
and friend, Bnrzi.ll.ii, who, poor man, 
could not have told a teal from a can- 
vas back, nor enjoyed a symphony con- 
cert if they had had those luxuries in his 
day.

There was no tobacco, a soothing 
drug, which in its various forms is a 
great solace to the many old men and t 
some old women—Carlyle and bismothe 
used to smoke their pipes together, yo 
remember.

ni'll horror about a fortnight of compar- 
ative qui^'t reigned. Then came the Tex- 
arkana calamity, in which nineteen hu- 
man lives were blotted out of existence. 


This summary does not take into con- 


sideration the cyclone at Brownsville, 
Mo . and at Fayette, Pa,, both of which 
occurred m April of the same year; nor 
the ones at McAllister, I. T., and at 
Montgomery, Ark., in May, each of 
which claimed a bloody record. One 
tiling is certain: it takes into considera- 
tion enough to show that "phenomenal'1 


winter weather is a bDon not to be ap- 
preciated. 


OLD TIME WEATHER. 


The record for the summers of 1878 


and 1882, it must be admitted, strength- 
ens that opinion; but what are we to 
(hink of the summer of 1S1C, which 
brought neither cyclones or yellow fever, 
and which, in fact, brought a summer 
only in name. The winter of 1815-16 
was as remarkable for its unseasonable 
weather as that of 1837-33, 187T-78, 
1881-82.
